SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command today announced its 
heaviest air strikes in North 
Vietnam in three months. South 
Vietnam’s top fighting general 
was killed in a helicopter crash, 
and for the sixth day no prog­ 
ress was reported in the South 
Vietnamese drive, in southern 
Laos. 
Fifty American fighter-bomb- 
crs raided surface-to-air missile

“Then we would move into 
My Lai 5 and neutralize it and 
make sure there was no one left 
alive in My Lai 5 and so on, un­ 
til we got into the Pinkville 
area.” 
Calley is testifying in his trial 
on charges of killing or ordering 


killed 102 civiians in My Lai I, j 
one of a number of hamlets sur­ 
rounding the vilage that was 
the main objective—My Lai I. 
Caliey’s recital of that brief-1 
ing, given calmly and without I 
any display of nervousness, was 
much milder than that given by | 
other defense witnesses. 
Others had quoted the captain 
as saying variously to kill every 
living thing, to kill everything 
that breathes, to leave no one 
alive, not even animals and live* 
stock. 
“It dawned on me that we 


weren’t playing games, that we 
weren’t supposed to be a bunch 
of Boy Scouts out there play­ 
ing,” Calley said as he told his 
muraer trial jury of his school­ 
days, a series of 
insignificant 
jobs, Army training and finally 
Vietnam. 
The 27-year-old lieutenant was 
completely composed Monday 
as he began testimony in his 
trial on charges of premeditated 
murder of 102 Vietnamese vil­ 
lagers. 
His testimony today was to 
begin with the briefing Charlie

before it swept through My Lai. 
Calley led the company’s first 
platoon. 
Calley leaned back in the wit- j 
ness chair resting 
his arm on j 
the wooden railing and unfalter­ 
ingly told Monday what he was 
taught about the enemy. 
"There never was any word of! 
exactly who the enemy was, but 
to suspect everyone; th.it every­ 
one was a potential enemy and 
that 
men 
and 
women 
were 
equally dangerous and because 
of the unsuspeetedness of chil­ 


dren, they were even more dan­ 
gerous," he said. 
The charges against the 5* 
foot-3 officer are that he killed 
captive old men, women and 
children in the hamlet while re­ 
ceiving no hostile fire.

“One of their best ways to 
warn the VC (Viet Cong) in the 
area that an American unit has 
come in is to give a small child 
a hand grenade and let them 
throw it at an area, kill one GI 
and let the enemy in the area 
get out of the way. 
“They also use children to col­ 
lect and distribute boobv traps 
and mines. Children are very 
good at planting mines and just 
as basically they are very dan­ 
gerous.” 
Here at Ft. Benning, where he 
took officer training “there was 
an answer for everything,” Cal* 
j ley said. 
“We can go right down the 
book.

Calley entered Officer Candi- 
; date School on March 16, 1967— 
one yetfr to the day before the 
alleged massacre at My Lai. 
Calley said he began learning 
about the war while his un.t was 
still in Hawaii, training for its 
move into Vietnam. 
“ It was essential that troops 
in Vietnam put out of their 
minds the World War II and Ko­ 
rean concept of giving candy 
and chewing gum and things to 
the children, because that was 
taking a heavy toll. This was 
not that type of war and the 
Communists used that Ameri­ 
can philosophy on us.” 
In their Lrst weeks in Viet­ 
nam, early in 1968, Calley said 
his company worked in the gen­ 
eral area of My Lai, initially on 
night ambushes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ate eformers held little hope to­ 
day for their second try to end 
the two and a half week filibus­ 
ter by defenders of the right to 
filibuster, 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield said one and 
possibly two more efforts will 
be made to gain the two-thirds 
vote necessary to stop the talka­ 
thon and force action on a 
change in rules. 
A Senate majority of 51 Dem­ 
ocrats and Republicans, with 
White House backing, favors a 
rules change that would fix 
three-fifths, rather than two- 
thirds. as the vote required to 
limit debate. 
The first vote to cut off debate 
last Thursday was 48 to 37, nine 
short of the required two-thirds. 
“I would imagine the vote 
would be about the same as last 
time,” said Mansfield before to­ 
day’s vote. 
But a vote counter for Sen. 
Frank Church, .D-Idaho, one of 
the chief sponsors of the filibus­ 
ter rules change, had said he 
hoped the vote for cloture would 
edge upward to at least 53. 
The effort now is to grind 
away at the filibustering forces 
with successive votes on clo­ 
ture, a sequence in which pro­ 
moters of the change hope to 
steadily gain strength. 
”1 think we’re going to pick 
up five or six votes, but obvious­ 
ly that’s still going to be short,” 
said Sen. Robert P. Griffin of 
Michigan, the Republican whip. 
Griffin said he hoped some 
senators, perhaps three or four, 
who voted against limiting de­ 
bate last Thursday would switch 
and support the move. 
But 
Mansfield 
said 
“the 
breaks that will occur ought to 
begin on the third round.”

Penicillin Tests Developed 
To Minimize Death Danger 


By C.G. MCDANIEL 
AP Science Writer 
CHICAGO (AP) — Tests have 
been developed which are ex­ 
pected to make possible a re­ 
duction in the number of deaths 
from penicillin reaction and, at 
the same time, allow more peo­ 
ple to take the drug with safety. 
This was reported Monday by 
researchers at the annual meet­ 
ing of the American Academy of 
Allergy. 
An estimated 600 persons die 
each year as a result of severe 
allergic reaction to penicillin. 
The researchers said that per­ 


haps 50 times more die of dis - 
eases which penicillin can cure, 
but they were thought to be al­ 
lergic to the drug and were not 
given it. 
Up to no)v, physicians have 
had to rely almost entirely on 
the patient’s word and memory 
as to whether he ever had a 
penicillin reaction. And some 
persons who had never received 
the drug did not know whether 
they would have an adverse 
reaction. 
An academy study group re­ 
ported it performed skin tests 
on 1,160 patients, injecting them

Dr. Bernard Levine, a profes­ 
sor at New York University 
School of Medicine and a lead­ 
ing researcher with the tests, 
said the most severe reactions 
to penicillin are found in the 35- 
to-65 age group. 
Although the tests have not 
been approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration for general 
use, Levine said that once they 
are, physicians will be able to 
d e t e r m i n e within minutes 
whether it is safe to give a pa­ 
tient penicillin. 
Not all patients who react to 
penicillin have fatal reactions. 
The most severe reaction is 
called anaphylaxis. Other reac­ 
tions include hives and other 
skin irritations and swellings.

However, Pomerantz and hia 
men have observed that many 
of these service people are busy 
only 35 per cent of the time, 
meaning that proper scheduling 
could result In tremendous sav­ 
ings.

additional income and 
rescued the pop quartet. 
None of the Beatles was in 
court on the second day of a suit 
brought by 
Beatle 
Paul M c-! 
Cartney to pul the group s busi-1 
ness affairs in the hands of a re­ 
ceiver. McCartney wants legal 
dissolution of the Beatles, who 
last performed together in pub­ 
lic more than two years ago. 
The Beatles have earned hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars since 
they moved to the top of the 
world pop charts nine years ago 
and money still pours in from 
royalties and business interests. 
McCartney claims that Klein, 
following his 
appointment as 
manager 
in

1969, 
spread 
discord 
among 
the 
group, did not tell the truth and 
helped himself to unwarranted 
commissions. 
Finer told the court Klein 
“rescued the Beatles from al­ 
most total bankruptcy.*’ The at­ 
torney is appearing on behalf of 
Apple Corps Ltd., the group's 
business organization, and the 
other three Beatles — John Len­ 
non, George Harrison and Ringo 
Starr.

available for immediate 
m ilitary duty.

service compares to two years 
of active m ilitary duty. But He­ 
bert said there would not be a 
penalty 
because 
conscientious 
objectors would not have the to­ 
tal six-year active and reserve 
obligation of men in m ilitary 
service.
